Water Baby 


A ise is a story about a pretty little 
girl — probably the youngest trainee 
for the Junior Olympics in the field 
of water ballet — a true water baby, 
petite, diminutive, extremely feminine, 
who would just love to be called ‘‘Tom- 
boy.” 

Seven and one-half years old Cynthia 
Viola Murry, daughter of tall, striking 
Helen and raven-haired, handsome Ken- 
neth O. Murry Jr. of Boynton Beach, 
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started swimming at the tender age 
of nine months. The family belonged 
to the Colony Club in Delray Beach, 
Florida and Cindy delighted everyone 
by jumping from the side of the pool 
and insisting on swimming back. 
Blond Cindy with the sea-green eyes 
is one youngster that outshines many 
of the prominent athletes in every branch 
of the sport that are living in the Delray 
Beach-Boynton Beach area. As the 


youngest ballet swimmer in active train- 
ing she has attracted national attention 


since the age of twenty months. 


One can’t help but wonder as we listen 
or read of the unusual, out-of-the- 
ordinary child what makes him or her 
tick — is life stultified, one-tracked? 
Any normal pursuits of childhood? What 
family life can there be, in what echelon 
of society, what type of home? 

The Murry home in Seacrest Hills 
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Valentine Queen Cindy (top) can’t understand why King Mark Simms, Delray Beach, is so glum.

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(Ken Murry is a well-known contractor 
and builder in the Palm Beach area 
and this was his first land development 
project) was built shortly after Cindy 
had shown a definite affinity for the 
water. As the whole family shared 
Cindy’s lovefor swimming, an unusually 
large pool was incorporated into the 
integral plan of the sprawling, spacious 
contemporary home — the huge 
screened pool area is smack in the 
center of the house with rooms facing 
three sides. 

Once the house was finished, Helen 
Murry had her hands full keeping Cindy 
away from the pool area. So down to 
Lauderdale they went for seven weeks 
where the 18-months-old water baby was 
given expert swimming instructions and 
thrived on it. 

In fact, ever since Cindy was 20- 
months of age she has scared many 
a society matron out of her wits when 
they were lolling poolside — this toddler 
would gaily dive into the deep end and 
swim off. 

At two, Cindy could easily take the 
width of an Olympic size pool, she had 
also learned to dive from the high board. 
At three she was pacing many adults 
the length of Olympic pools in Miami, 
Daytona, Lauderdale and Poughkeepsie, 
NiY. 

A United Press Photographer caught 
this cute tot in the midst of a high 
dive at a Lauderdale pool when she 
was twenty months of age and the nation 
really became aware of this future 
swimming great when Dave Garroway 
saw the photograph, showed it on his 
“Today”? show dubbing her ‘The Bikini 
Baby.’’ At that time she was the 
youngest known swimmer in the coun- 
try. 

Because Helen and Ken Murry cared 
not a whit for exploitation or promotion 
for their fourth youngster, Cindy was 
never allowed to appear on TV or radio 
- - - in fact, Cindy herself, couldn’t care 
less even today. 

One of the amusing incidents in 
Cindy’s young career as a future 
Olympic ballet swimmer was the invita- 
tion to the Christmas opening of the 
Marcy Hotel’s $1-million swimming pool 
at Lake Placid, New York. 

Five-year-old Cindy was to give a 
ballet swimming and diving exhibition 
and the family drove up from Florida 
for the occasion. 

The pool was late in opening and when 
the day finally arrived little Cindy had 
contracted a kidney infection and was 
forbidden to get wet! No pouting for 
this youngster — completely uncon- 
cerned, except for the thrill of meeting 
Art Devlin who still holds the U. S. 
Olympic snow skiing title. However, 
Helen and Ken had trekked some 2,600 
miles that holiday — fell in love with 
Lake Placid and have been summering

Many a clam digger has seen with 
his own eyes a gull snatch a mollusk 
just thrown out of its lair by the digger’s 
shovel, wheel aloft with the booty and 
from a considerable height drop it on 
the nearest hard surface. Perhaps the 
shell doesn’t crack the first time. Not 
one whit discouraged, the process is 
continued until it does break; sometimes

as many as 20 attempts are made. The 
big bird reaches the spot only a split 
second after his prey lands. Haste is 
imperative as always there is a brother 
in the offing waiting to beat the wily 
thief at his game. 

Gulls use Florida seaside sidewalks, 
rooftops and hard-packed beach sands 
to break open the dropped clams.

stunned to feel an object hitting his 
head. It seems a skyborne gull saw his 
shining skull from above and dropped 
a clam, thinking it was part of a stretch 
of concrete. 

Lord St. Levan of St. Michael’s, Mount 
Cornwall, England, had his hat snatched 
off by a sea gull — which later returned 
and dropped it at his feet. 

Did you know sea gulls also have 
difficulty learning foreign languages? 
When laboratories in the U.S. and 
France exchanged bird recordings, they 
found birds didn’t understand the for- 
eign language. 

For example, French sea gulls paid 
no attention to food finding or alarm 
calls of Florida gulls. Yet these same 
recordings sent the native birds into a 
tizzy. 

Fish are well known for their peculiar 
appetites (who’d want to eat a colored 
piece of metal?) but a northern in Big 
Stone Lake, South Dakota likes his 
breakfast served on the wing. Game 
Warden Wayne Ells was on the lake 
about sunrise and saw several large 
northerns surface feeding.

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now traps gulls, dyes and bands them, 
before setting them free again. Since 
a different bright color is used for each 
nesting area, gull spotters now can chart 
the birds’ movements with a good deal 
of accuracy. The gulls have bright 
feathers of green, yellow, red and blue. 

Interest in gulls’ habits results from 
birds’ population explosion and the 


problems thus created. One major one: 
the gulls congregate in large numbers 
on Florida airport runways and are a 
hazard to jet planes. 

At night time, the gulls fly out to sea, 
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tuck their wings and go to sleep. If you 
are ever up at dawn along Florida’s 
shores you will see great flights of gulls 
heading to the beaches after a night-long 
slumbering float on the ocean waves. 

While gulls are among the loveliest 
birds of the air, they are also among 
the most useful. Thanks to their appe- 
tites (they will eat anything that doesn’t 
bite them first), the sanitary condition 
of many of our Florida harbors and 
ocean shores are maintained without 
burden on the _ taxpayer. 

In Salt Lake City, Utah, grateful 
citizens have erected a monument to 
the memory of the sea gulls which saved 
the crops of the pioneer Mormons in 
the year 1848. The granite column, 
sixteen feet tall, stands on a granite 
pedestal and supports a huge granite 
ball, whereon two gulls with outspread 
wings have alighted. The birds are done 
in bronze and covered with gold leaf. 

The story so strikingly commemo- 
rated is one of the most beautiful in 
all Western history. The first settlers 
had replaced many acres of sage brush 
land with gardens and grain fields. Not 
only did prospects for their own winter 
food supply look promising, but there 
would be an abundance to feed the host 
of immigrants, nearing the end of the 
long journey to “‘the promised land.”’ 

The time of harvests approached; the 
colony dared rejoice. And then suddenly, 
overnight, a scourge of crickets de- 
scended upon the cleared lands. The 
combined efforts of the men, women 
and children, warring upon the pests, 
day and night, were of no avail. And 
then sea gulls somehow found out about 
the abundant supply of crickets. 

Ina dedicatory speech at the unveiling 
of the monument, the president of the 
Mormon church concluded the tale as 
follows: “I am only relating what I saw. 
Whenever the gulls were filled to capaci- 
ty, they would fly away to the stream, 
and there disgorge the dead pests, which 
lay along the banks in piles, many of 
them as large as my fists. This they 
continued to do for days. 

“Soon the cricket horde had been 
so heavily diminished, the insects began 
to shelter themselves whenever they 
could from the attacks of the gulls. The 
birds became so tame they followed 
under our wagons as we drove about 
and followed even into our yards. With 
the help of the Lord, that fall we were 
able to reap a fairly good harvest.’’ It 
is no wonder, that in Utah the gull is 
a sacred bird. 

Any gull will eat many times his 
weight in grasshoppers and crickets in 


a _ week. ae ; 
Some strange instinct seems to inform 


them of scourges of insects and rodents. 
When the irrigation streams were first 
turned into the alfalfa fields of Nevada, 
thousands of field mice were driven 
from their burrows and threatened to 
destroy the crops. The full clans left 


their haunts near the Great Salt Lake, 
descended upon the pests, and put a 
speedy end to the trouble. Reports from 
such diverse sections as Argentina and 
Oregon claim gulls have cleared those 
areas of grasshoppers. 

The principle of the gull’s flight — 
taking advantage of all favorable air 
currents — is the one by which gliders 
fly today. An old Key West captain 
comments: “‘A sailboat can only tack 
against the wind. A gull by perfect 
adjustment of his body, without asingle 
twitch of his wings, sails straight into 
the teeth of a gale. I’ve seen one retain 
perfect poise while reaching with his 
foot to scratch his ear.”’ 

When Alfred Hitchcock first an- 
nounced plans to film ‘“‘The Birds,” 
Daphne duMaurier’s story of avian war 
against mankind, his close associates 
blinked in disbelief. 

Hitchcock had to search for the 
world’s best bird trainer. They found 
him right in Hollywood in the person 
of Ray Berwick, a man with 20 years 
experience in teaching birds todostunts 


for movies. 
Berwick, however, had never been 


confronted with an assignment like this. 
How was he to teach wild gulls, for 
instance, to attack people? As far as 
he knew no one had ever been able 
to train gulls to do anything. He didn’t 
even know of anyone who had gulls in 
captivity. 

To begin, he and his assistants would 
have to go on a bird-capturing expedi- 
tion. Fortunately, they were successful. 
They were able to trap as many gulls 
as they needed at the San Francisco city 
dump, a haven for thousands of scaveng- 
ing birds. 

By this time, Berwick was confident 
his birds would perform on cue but until 
the first bird scene was filmed no one 
could be certain. The first crucial 
moment came when Berwick’s gulls 
were called upon to swoop down and 
attack a group of children. 

Everyone in the crew stood motionless 
as Hitchcock gave the cue. The birds 
dived at the screaming children just as 
Berwick predicted and a slight smile 
broke across Hitchcock’s face. He was 
on his way to filming a story that many 
people thought could never be captured 
on the screen. 

The suspense relieved, Alfred Hitch- 
cock smiled broadly. He knew now it 
was possible to train gulls. 

Wheeling shadows in the dawn fog, 
silhouettes against the dazzling mid-day 
sky, riders of evening’s somber surf, 
gulls are the incarnation of poetry in 
motion, and among the most fascinating 
creatures that follow the highways of 
the air. 

Many Florida visitors and residents 
alike happily recall a storm of sea gulls 
Sweeping over the water or swooping 
down to wreathe a dockside or beachside 
spot with quarreling wings.

there ever since. This year they are 
building a Swiss chalet type home on 
the lake. 

Some folks bemoan the fact their 
children must be constantly amused — 
not Cindy Murry.

The Archduke and his wife, Princess 
Marta, live in a villa at Berndorf, forty 
minutes from Vienna, which is decorat- 
ed in splendor with some pieces from 
the Schoenbrun Palace, and furniture 
in the Venetian and Louis Seize styles. 
Their estate at Berndorf is near myste- 
rious Mayerling where Crown Prince 
Rudolph and Maria Vetsera met their 
death 75 years ago. After the tragedy, 
the Emperor ordered that Mayerling 
be made into a convent which it still 
is. 

Years ago, when the Archduke lived 
in New York he and his American friend 
Col. John Adams roller skated at 5 a.m. 
up Fifth Avenue as far as Harlem. 
During World War II, the Archduke 
raised 348,000 American dollars in war 
bonds in New York. 

Exciting news for American horse 
lovers was the arrival in the United 
States of Colonel Alois Podhajsky who 
brought twenty one of the world’s most 
famous white stallions from the Spanish 
Riding School of Vienna. This strain 
of Lippizzaners have been trained for 
230 years in part of the Hofberg, the 
former Imperial Palace, in a baroque 
riding hall beneath crystal chandeliers 
and before a royal box even before the 
days of the Vienna Congress. 

Colonel Podhajsky says the Austrian 
people will be forever grateful to 
General George Patton for saving the 
famous horses from destruction during 
the war. The white stallions staged their 
precision performances in Washington, 
D.C. during April before touring Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Detroit, New York, 
Toronto and Montreal. These magnifi- 
cent horses are born black, turn gray 
in a few years and are completely white
